.' Treatment of Three Cases 
in People’s Hospital. 
CALL HIM “UNSCIENTIFIC” 


Rejected Patients in Advanced Stages 


. of Consumption—Termed “Faker’’ 


by Dr, Julius Broder. 


Dr, Freiderich .Franz Fretdmann, the 
Berlin scientist .who recently came to 
New York to demonstrate his so-called 
“cure ’’ for consumption, gave’ his: first 
treatment in this country yesterday at the 
People’s Hospital, 203. Second Avenue: 
The turtle-serum wag injected into one 
woman and two men in the presence of 
fifty physicians and after the demonstra- 
tion there, was more of criticism than of 
praise for the visiting scientist. Dr. 
Fredmann, in fact, retired to his néw 
quarters in the Hotel Ansonia in a very 
neryous and excited condition and gave 
orders.not to be disturbed by, any one. 
After the demonstration a physician in 
conversation_on the street made use of 
the term fak:r in discussing Dr. Fried- 
mann. 

The first of the Friedmann party .to 
appear at the People’s Hospital was Dr. 
Benjamin, the chief assistant of Dr. 
Friedmann. He arrived at 9 A. M. ahd 
looked over a number of charts of’ tuber- 
culous patients, selecting twenty of them 
for supervision... Dr. Friedmann, accom- 
panied by his brother, Dr. Arthur Fried- 
mann,, arrived at the hospital at 11 
o’clock. About the same time the_hos- 
pital’s ff of visiting physicians and a 
number of invited guests arrived. 

Among the latter was Dr. Simon Tan- 
nenbaum of the Board of Health. Dr. Tan- 
nenhadum explained that he was cnet as 
an interested spectator and. not as the 
representative of Dr. Ernest J. Lederle, 
Health Commissioner. Dr. Lederle. it 
was stated, had been apprised of the 
Berlin physician’s intended treatments in 
the People’s Hospital and had given the 
Proposed demonstration his approval. 


Others ‘who assembled in the observa- 
tion ward of the little east side hospital 
were. Dr. Julius Broder, physician tn chief 
of the hospital staff; Dr. Woods Hutch- 
inson,. Dr, I. .M. Rottenberg, supervising 
surgeon; Dr. William I. Sirovich, Dr. M.

This man, how- 
ever, had regained all he had lost in 
weight since first stricken by the 
disease. 


Different Treatment for the Girl. 


The girl and the two men chosen for 
treatment were taken to the surgical 
ward on the top floor of the hospital, and 
the eyes of all present turned eagerly to 
the Berlin physician as.he drew from’ his 
coat pocket two brown vials containing 
his much-discussed turtle serum: 

“ Bring me some soap and water,’ said 
Dr. Friedmann, taking off his coat and 
rolling up his shirt sleeves. The doctor 
washed his hands and: then drew from his 
kit a hypodermic syrenge: He selected 
Miss Berger for the first treatment, and 
said that he would inject the sermm into 
a vein in thé forearm. 

Opinions differ as to just how io ong it 
took Dr: Friedmann to find the vein ‘and 
make: the injection. The ‘criticisms .that 
were leveled at him-later nearly all had 
their source in his method of procedure. 

Miss Berger stood while the injection 
was made. Both’ of the men were laid 
on operating tables ard received intra- 
muscular.injectioris in the tnigh. The in- 
jections were made without pain to any 
oe! the patierits, and they were immediate- 
ly allowed to go home. It was 2 P. M. 
before Dr. Friedmann finished with the 
demonstration.

SAYS ‘‘HE RUINED MY HOME” 


Oscar M. Olson, Prominent Resident 
ot St. Paul, Coolly Admits Kill- 
ing of Clyde N. Darling.

MINNBAPOLIS, March 6.—‘ Dariing 
ruined my home. and I shot him,” was the 
defense of Prof. Oscar M. Olson of the 
Agricultural School of the University of 
Minnesota when he was arraigned in St. 
Paul to-day charged with murder in the 
first degree. Prof. Olson shot and killed 
Clyde N.: Darling, a laundry wagon driver, 
when he called at the Olson homie, 21 
Nourse Street, St. Paul, on Wednesday 
night. 

The tragedy has caused a sensation in 
St. Paul.and Minneapolis because of the 
prominence of Prof. Olson and the cool- 
ness he displayed in killing the man he 
accused of wrecking his home, Mrs. Ol- 
son is visiting her husband’s relatives at 
Montevideo, Minn., and is so, overcome by 
the brancay that she is unable to make a 
statement: Prof. Olson freely admitted 


his guilt in court and, his preliminary 
heart ng was continued until next Satur-

Darling called at the Olson home osten- 
sibly to collect a laundry bill, and the 
proféssor saw him pass a window on his 
way to the rear door. Seizing his re- 
volver, Prof. Olson walked to the rear 
of the house and waited for the man. As 
Darling opened the door Olson pressed 
the revolver against the intruder’s breast 
and fired twice.’ Darling fell dead on the 
threshold. 

After the shooting Prof, Olson walked 
to the- home of A. L. Anderson, a neigh- 
bor, Tl Nourse Street, and asked Ander- 
son to come over to his house. There 
they found Darling’s body in the door- 
way. Pointing to it Prof. Olson ex- 
claimed: ‘I shot that fellow; he is 
dead.”’ 

Accompanied’ by his neighbor the pro- 
fessor then went to the police station 
and. surrendered.

Acting Governor Asks Aid in, Fight 
on “White Slave” Traffic.

Testimony indicated that much of this de- 
spicable traffic is inter-State. It was found 
that rings existing in Chicago worked hand 
in hand with similar rings in all of the other 
States. In spite of the rigid attention given 
to the: Mann .act, it has not been possible. to 
do away with this. trade, it seems, 

"Tt has seemed to us the most feasible way 
of breaking up the inter-State rings would be 
to have in each State a commission similar to 
our own. Were there a“ commission in your 

State, we would invite the members of your 

commission to sit with us and in turn we 

should hope to be present at some of your 
sessions. In this way, it seems to me, we 
could get to the very root of this problem. -

Ballot Box Stuffing Common in 
Colorado, Says Mrs. 
A. H. Parker. 





POLICE HANDLE REPEATERS 


Victims of Social Evil Vote in Their 
Interest, She Tells Audience of 


Antis in Berkeley Theatre. 
“| 

The suffragist as a stuffer of the ballot 
box and a willing reviser of the Bible, 
because women do net appear to have a 
position in the first rank of the angels, 
was a picture drawn last evening by 
Mrs. A. H. Parker of Dover, Mass., one 
of the speakers at the anti-suffragist 
meetine held {n the Berkeley Theatre in 
“West Foriy-fourth Street. The meeting 
was held under the auspices of the New 
York State Association Opposed to Wo- 
man Suffrage. The other principal inci- 
dents of the evening were furnished by 
Eleanor Ervin, a rember of the Women’s 
Politicai Union, who asked questions. 
After it was over she distributed suf- 
frage litérdiure in the lobby, ignoring the 
suggestion cf the antis that it was in bad 
taste. ‘ 

Miss Alice Hill’ Chittenden presided. 
Mrs. Parker told of some of the un- 
proved statements made by suffragists 
from their platform. 

“ Give us an example,” shouted a voice 
from the audience, 

Mrs. Parker said that a suffragist 
speaker had’ toid of the saloon men hav- 
ing raised a fund to defeat woman's suf- 
frage 

‘“‘Mrs. Pankhurst and Mr. Eastman ap- 
peal to the emotions,” Mrs. Parker said. 
“They are not bound by facts. In Den- 
ver ‘the prostitutes vote once for women 
and then two cr three times more. Their 


' vote is a recognized perquisite of the Po- 


lice Department.” 

Mrs. Parker told of officials‘ who had 
to. resign) because of ballot box stuffing. 

“The women proudly boasted of stuf- 
fing the boxes, she said. ‘‘ They said that 
the officials for whom they voted were 
the proper ones to, be elected, and 50 
they had stuffed tne boxes. 

** Women who cry out regarding ‘lack 
of opportunity’ lack something else. Wo- 

men have mismanaged their own affairs, 
s0 why give them others to manage. It 
is. sex antagonism that influences the 
suffragettes. of England. I would hate to 
see it gain ground in this country. 

““Women want to revise the Bible, for 
God is a man, the Saviour is a man, and 
the angels are men. When women. repu- 
diate. God and repudiate their families, 
wnat is there to work for but them- 
selves.” 

Everett P. Wheeler spoke on the 
“Preservation of the Home,” and said 
this eountry was face to face with two 
opposite ideals.. One the one side the 
mother and the home, and on the other 
** woman’ seeking to take the place man 
has _o¢cupied; disputing with men for 
public offices; contending with man for 
mastery; withdrawing from home; par- 
adihg the streets, and shouting in the 


' market place.” 


“It is. the status of the women in 
America under our rexisting system that 
more than anything else has made this 
country what it is,’’ said Mr. Wheeler: 
“You see here the development of those 
civilizing forces which have been at 
work for thousands of years. You find 
here on the one hand that the man, the 
father, is the bread winner, who cares 
for his family, and as part of this duty 
elects the officers be gad to perform 
the duties of Governme On the other 
hand you_ see mothers bearing children 
and bringing them up. To depr’ve the 
little child of this care and nurture is to 
rob the child: of its dearest heritage, the 
heritage’ for which men in all the gen- 
erations have struggled, prayed and 
toiled. 

“It is upon mothers that the whole bur- 
den of future America rests, more than 


“upon Legislatures.

In the opinion of some House leaders 
such a plan would enable President Wil- 
scn and the Democrats in the Senate, 
through their own pcwer and the force of 
public opinion to get such tariff legisla- 
tion as the Democratic platform has de- 
clared to be. necessary. 

Tnose callers who talked with the Presi- 
dent about:the plan of the House leaders 
said they believed he: had not made up 
his mind, but thought he considered cur-, 
rency legislation and anti-trust legis 
tion important subjects which should aot 
be delayed.

the Socialists jumping to their feet and 
shouting, ‘Down with war!"’ M. Vail- 
lant cried, ‘We protest with all our 
force”—and M. Jaurés finished the 
sentence, saying, “‘ against this crim- 
inal folly.’”’ 

The whole Extreme Left gesticulated 
frantically and hurled insults at the 
| Ministers, whose supporters replied 
| with equal vigor with loud cheers for 
the Government and cries of ‘‘ Down 
with traitors! ” ‘ 

Paul Deschanel, presiding, vainly 
Deputy Colly provoked 
a fresh outburst by apostrophizing the 
‘members of the Right as ‘‘a band of 
scoundrels.” The public in the gal- 
leries joined in the demonstration, call- 
_ing the Socialists ‘“‘ Prussians!” and 
, exclaiming, “Why don’t you go to the 
Reichstag? Down with traitors!” 
M. Deschanel ordered that the gal- 
leries be cleared, 

The Minister of War in the mean- 
time imperturbably continued reading 
the Government’s project, though he 
was not heard. Taking advantage of a 
moment’s calm, President Deschanel 
rebuked the authors of the disorder, 
saying: 

“TIT leave to those guilty of the in- 
famous words we have heard the re- 
sponsibility for their acts. The coun- 
try will pass judgment.” 

M. Etienne finally concluded his 
‘statement and left the tribune amid 
an ovation from his supporters. 


PARIS, March 6—An_ appeal to the 
people of France to submit cheerfully to 
the patriotic sacrifices. called. for by the 
Military bill increasing the term of 
service in ‘the active army from two to 
three years, was made to-day, when the 
‘Cabifiet submitted the measure to Parlia- 


ment. ; 

When fhe bill was laid on the table of 
the Chamber of Deputies it was ac- 
companied by a declaration from the 
Ministry expressing the profound convic- 
tion that the proposal must be adopted, 
not only for the security of France, but 
for the peace of Europe, which, it was 
stated, depended entirely on the equilli- 
brium of the great powers being main- 
tained, 

The measure will add to the peace ef- 
fective of the army 160,000 men, not 2106,- 
000 as was at first stated, since greater 
care is to be exercised in the selection 
of recruits. 

Some exceptions to the general rule are 
made in the bill. Youths belonging to 
large families consisting of at least six 
children will serve only two years. 

The Socialist Deputies started a clamor- 
ous anti-military demonstration when M. 
Etienne, the inister of War,- rose to 
speak on behalf of the bill. They jumped 
to thelr seats yelling ‘‘ We protest!"’ and 
“Reaction! ” at the same time letting the 
tops of their desks fall with a4 smashing 
sound. The noisy interruptions continued 
steadily for twenty minutes. 

President Deschanel of the Chamber of 
Deputies, who jn the. meantime had 
cleared the galleries of spectators, rang 
his bell incessantly for order, and finally 
raised his hat as a signal that the House 
was adjourned. The President's action 
resulted in bringing about some modera- 
tion of the noise and the sitting was 
resumed. M. Etienne, though still inter- 
rupted by the derisive cries of the Socia)- 
ist Deputies, made a brief explanation of 
the bill.

This levy will be very small in 
any case, as the membership of the 
league, which ha® been in existencé only 
a few days, is already 500.”

LONDON PROGRESSIVES LOS 


Defeated by the Conservatives in the 
County Council Election. 


! LONDON, Friday, March 7.—The Mu- 
nicipal. Reformers for the third time ob- 
tained, in the election yesterday, &@ ma- 
jority in the London County Council. Al- 
though it is not so large as in 1907, when 
the party had a majority of forty, it has 
improved its position over that in 1910, 


wheu its majority was two. 

Of the 118 members elected yesterday, 
67 are Reformers and 51 Progressives. 
The nine seats gained by the Reformers 
and the two by the Progressives are 
widely distributed and indicate no special- 
ly noteworthy change of opinion. 

The Reformers, besides increasing their 
majority to sixteen, will be able still 
further to strengthen it by the election 


of ten Aldermen. 

The keenest interest was taken in this, 
the ninth triennial election of members 
of the London County Council, not only 
becauge of the sharply divided opinion 
on the municipal issues at stake, but also 
because of the threats of militant suf- 
fragettes to destroy the ballot papers. 

Special precautions were taken by the 
police to prevent any interference with 
the ballot boxes by the women, many of 
whom are entitled to vote at municipal 
elections. The apertures thre gh which 
the voting papers are dropped into the 
boxes. were made narrower, While police- 
men were posted to keep a sharp lookout 
on every woman entering the polling 
booths. : 

The pre-election campaign had been: a 
very spirited one, many of the members 
of the Cabinet och taken a prominent 
part in it on behaif of the Progressive 
candidates. While the suffragists did not 
take a very active part in the fight, they 
advised all women voters to vote agains 
the Progressives owe to the fact that 
they are supported by a Government 
which refused to enfranchise women for 
Parliamentary elections. 

The Progressive candidates responded 
to thig attack from the women by tele- 
graphing to thousands of electors at the 
last moment exhorting them to vote the 
Progressive ticket. 

It was on the policy in connection with 
the street railways, of which the Council 
owns and operates 146 miles, that the 
election was chiefly fought. hey were 
first built when the Progressives, who in 
Imperial politics are Liberals, were in 
power, and the members of this party 
favor the extension of the system and 
other legislation which would place the 
municipally owned street railways ina 
better position to compete against the 

riyately owned transportation companies, 

heir opponents, the Municipal Reform- 
ers, are Conservative in Imperial affairs. 
Th3y were never enamored of public own- 
ership, and very few extensions have 
been made since they came into power 
three vears ago. 
‘ The election in 1910 was very closely 
fought and resulted in a agg, Fd» of_two. 
This, however, efiabled the Municipal Re- 
formers to choose their own Aldermen, 
which gave them a substantial majority 
when it came to voting in Council. The 
Council consists of a Chairman, chosen 
by the Council from among its number 
or otherwise, nineteen Aldermen, also 
chosen by the Council, and 118 Councillors 
elected by the ratepayers, It has ad- 
ministrative authority over an area of 117 
aquare miles in mattérs of a general na- 
ture, such as main drainage, the fire bri- 
gade, parks, education, br: dges, and asy- 
lums, And makes grants to the Borough 
Councils in ald of certain works. The an- 
nual expenditure is about $75,000,000, 
more thah half of which is for education,

FRIEDMANN MAKES 
TEST OF HIS SERUM

jection and from ten to fourteen days for

his serum will do all he says it will, but 
I must say that the doctor was most un- 
scientific in his treatment.” 

¥ . Girdansky, Chairman of the 
Scientific Committee of the People’s Hos- 
pital, also criticised Dr. Friedmann’s 
methods, but was of open mind with re- 
spect to the turtle serum itself. He was 
instruinental in getting Dr. Friedmann to 
make the demonstration in the People’s 
ee 

“In the first place,” said Dr. Girdan- 
sky, ‘‘the cases selected by Dr. Fried- 
mann were not test cases. The cases 
that actually needed a specific were re- 
jected. He selected only such cases as 
were already progressing under ordinary 
treatment. 

‘‘Again, Dr. Friedmann showed con- 

clusively that he did not care for steriliz- 
ation. When a doctor goes to a hospital 
to perform an operation it is for him to 
decide what methods he will pursue. 
was astonished when he called for a tinc- 
ture of green soap. Is that an antiseptic? 
And when he had washed his hands with 
the soap and water he touched his coat, 
his forehead, and his face at various 
times. 
‘Dr. Friedmann should have another 
chance A committee of reputable pny- 
sicians should select. the’ cases for him 
and all stages of ‘tubérculosis sfiould. be 
represented in, the persons treatéd.” 
Most of the physicians left the bspi- 
tal before Dr. Friedmann’s party. These 
e.uld be seen in heated discussion over 
the merits of the Friedmann treatment. 
Among the most radical in denunciation 
of Dr. Friedmann and his cure was Dr. 
Julius Broder, chief physician of the 
By gl Hospital. He openly accused the 
Berlin physician of being a ‘:faker,”” and 
requested newspapermen to use his nam? 
in a statement to that effect. He ap- 
peared particularly displeased because Dr. 
Friedmann had _ rejected one of his 
patients. He declared that no absolute 
tests for tubercul>sis had been made. for 
the persons whom Dr. Friedmann se- 
lected. 

Dr. Max Landsman, who was the chief 
snonsor for the demonstration in the Hast 
Side Hospital, resented the criticisms that 
had been leveled at Dr. Friedmann. 

*“*T want it understood.’ said Dr. Lands- 
man, ‘‘ that I stand responsible for every- 
thing that happened. It was I who got 
Dr. Frie@mann to the hospital. I offered 
him money for his treatments and he re- 
fused. The hospital was much honored 
by_ his visit. 

Dr. Landsman statéd that. he himself, 
and not Dr. Friedmann, had administered 
the serum to the three patients. This 


due probably to the fact that this was 
his first exhibition in the United States 
of his cure, and, surrounded by so many 
medical men, one would expect that he 
would be nervous.’ As for the outcome of 
his injections nothing can be determined 
until the expiration of the fourteen days, 
the time limit placed by Dr. Friedmann. 


Friedmann Confident of the Result. 
Dr. Friedmann saw several reporters at 
his apartment in the Hotel Ansonia late 


last night. Present at the interview were 
Dr. fagit Benjamin, Charles de Vidal 
Hundt, his secretary, and Dr. A. C. H. 
Friedmann, his brother. 

Dr. Friedmann said through Mr. Hundt

my serum and immediately the patient 
will show how he has been benefited. 

‘“‘To-day’s were the first cases I have 
treated in the new world, and the re- 
sults in the new world will be the saine 
that they have been in the old world.” 

Dr. Friedmann was told that Dr. 
Landesman of the People’s Hospital had 
said that he had been so nervous at the 
hospital that Dr. Landesman had had to 
administer the injection to the patients 
with the hypodermic Begs te Dr. Fried- 
mann stated emphatically that he and he 
alone had made the injections, but he 
thought that perhaps Dr. ~ Landesman 
might have just touched the hypodermic 
syringe to fulfil the requirement of the 
law on the subject of an outside physi- 
cian treating patients in a hospital. Ap- 
proximately one-quarter of a cubic centi- 
meter of the serum had been’ injeeted 
into each patient at the People’s Hospital, 
Dr. Friedmann ‘said. 


GOVERNMENT TO TEST SERUM. 


| Treasury Department Accepts Condi- 
tions Imposed by the Doctor. 


Dr. Friedmann made public last night 


a letter dated March 3 he had received 
from Secretary of the Treasury McVeagh 
and his telegraphic reply to it. From this 
correspondence it is evident that the 
Government officials take Dr, Friedmann 
seriously and are determined to make a 
thorough test of his serum.

that an officer would call at such time and 
Place as might be convenient to arrange 
the necessary details, 

On receipt of the telegraphic report from 
Dr. Foster, Surgeon John F. Anderson, Di- 
rector of the Hygienic Labatory, was sent 
to New York City to confer with you. On 
his return Dr. Anderson reported that you 
would furnish him a culture of your organism 
in a few days, but that you stated that it 
would be of no use to him or anyone else 
for a proper study unless the person rfre- 
ceiving it had been instructed by you during 
a period of from six to eight weeks as to its 
proper manner of preparation and use. He 
further reported that you would permit an 
investigation, but that the person who 
undertook to do so would have to have the 
necessary training under you.as mentioned 
above. 

Un account of the importance to humanity 
of.an announcement such as yours, which 
gives promise that a means has been discov- 
ered to combat tuberculosis, and because of 
the great public interest that has ben aroused 
by dispatches in the’ press, I desire to ar- 
range at once for a comprehensive investiga- 
tion of your preparation, and will have the 
studies conducted under the auspices of the 
United States Public Health Service. Under 
the act of Congress approved July 1, 1902, 
this department is charged with the super- 
vision of the propagation and sale of viruses, 
serums, and toxins in inter-State traffic. 
This act reads in part as follows: 

““ No person shall sell, barter, or exchange 
or offer for sale, barter or exchange, in the 
District of Columbia, or send, carry or bring 
for ‘sale, barter or exchange from any State, 
Territory, or the District of Columbia into 
any State, Territory, or the District; of Co- 
lumbia, or any foreign country into the 
United States, any virus, therapeutic serum, 
toxin, antitoxin, or analogous product ap- 
plicable to the prevention and/‘cure of dis- 
eases of man, unless (a) such vorus, serum, 
toxin, antitoxin or product has been propa- 
gated and prepared at an establishment hold- 
ing an unsuspended and unrevoked license 
‘issued by the Secretary. o fthe Treasury as 
hereinafter authorized.’’ ;

I have to inform you, therefore, that the 
reasury Department, through the Public 
Health Service, will enter into any reason- 
able arrangement for an investigation of your 
preparation, that, after the necessary ar- 
rangements have been made, cultures of your 
organism will be accepted for purposes of 
study, and one or more officets will be desig- 
nated to associate themselves with you for 
the purpose of learning the method of pre- 
paration and use of your remedy and its af- 
fects on causes of tuberculosis. 
After necessary studies have been conducted 
to determine the harmlessness of inoculating 
human beings with your culture, arrange- 
ments can be mad efor admittance to hospital 
of such cases of tuberculosis as apply and 
may be selected; the treatment ‘to be ad- 
ministered by you under the observation of 
officers to be selected and such other ex- 
perts as may be associated with them.

ORGANIZED FOR. PROTECTION 


Hope by ‘Pulling. Together to Get 
Recognition—inventions Now In- 


clude Aeroplane Life Saver. 
5 Pie : 


ee 


A score of 4nentors, representing as 
many different lines of invent , rang- 
ing from a dish-washing machine to an 
aeroplane life saver, gathered at dinner 
last night in the old Stevens House, at 
Broadway and Morris Street, to arrange 
for incorporating the ‘Inventors’ Leagué 
of the United States,’ the chief purpose 
being to protect the inventor “ from unre- 
liable and unscrupulous persons and to 
endeavor to secure for him the results 
and full benefits of his genius and labor.” 

There are forty resident and twenty 

non-resident, members, and it is expected 
that several) hundred will join when the 
organization ‘completes its legal exist- 
ence by incorporation. The objects of the 
league were commended in a letter re- 
ceived from Thomas A. Edison. : 
It was related that one of. the members, 
Samuel Roth of 103d Street, who is both 
deaf and dumb, had invented a new kind 
of diving suit, an aeroplane life save 
and a submarine life réscuer which may 
‘be donned in the case of a wreck of a 
submarine boat. The wearer pops to the 
surface like a cork. Roth was not at the 
dinner, but a friend explained that he had 
been busy in Washington trying to, inter- 
est the Navy Department in his devices, 
where he had encountered so much “red 
tape,”” having been sent from one Gov- 
ernment office to another with so little 
encouragement that he was ready to be- 
lieve in. the existence of a “ boat trust” 
combination against him. This and simi- 
lar obstacles in the life‘of an inventor are 
what the ,league expects to overcome .by 
co-operation. 

Roth's aeroplane life-saver is described 
as a pneumatic rubber suit, which com- 
pletely incloses the aeronaut, and in case 
of accident, all he has to do is to close 
the visor and let himself drop; sufficient 
oxygen being generated in the flight to 
keep him alive, and- the pneumatic?’ suit 
acts as a shock absorber. Roth is said 
to have lost his hearing and speech in 
an: explosion while. employed ‘by. the 
United States Government. 

One’ woman: inventor has anplicd for 
membership, “She is Mrs.. Nina\ Piffard- 
Francis of -New -Recheélle, and she. is 
credited with inventing. a: number. of \abor- 
saving devices. and househoid articles. 

J. Alpin Graydon, who has invented.a 
machine |which -cuts, “pins;.and folds a 
booklet, jit -is.said,. has offered a $50 
medal to be ‘givén‘:by the league for the 
most meritofiousinvention: by -any one 
of its members in the present year. An- 
other inventor, John Hig; who has not been 
able to market his invention in the way 
he desires, was isaid to° have invented 
an. automobile ash cart, which takes up 
ashes and dirt -and dumps them auto- 
matically without scattering dust on the 
streets. He tried to sell the machine to 
the city, ~~ ~~ ge 
Among’ the -members. is. one negro. 
These officers. were elected: George 
Whigelt, 154 Maiden’tane, President; P. 
Nelson and. Charles: &. Smith, Vice 
Presidents; Herman D.. Sears, William 
M. Laughlin and J.-Alpin Graydon, Secre- 
taries, and KE. A. Munns, “Treasurer. 
Reporters were not welcome because an 
evening newspaper had quoted the Presi- 
denttas saving: 

“Most people think that 50. per cent. of 
the inventors are crazy‘and the other 50 
per cent. are luratics, and:in a measure 
that-is true; but it is for that reason that 
it is necessary: that we should band to- 
gether to. fight. for -protection.”” The 
President also. was quoted-as saying that 
one ‘of their members. had- existed an en- 
tire week on ‘five cents before he- suc- 
ceeded in perfe¢eting one. of his inven- 
tions; that he himself had “‘lived“from 
hand to mouth” before -he+became fa- 
mous, and that all the “‘members of the 
ieague were poor.’ ;

dence ‘of victory, Packey McFarland and 


of the gong which will send them over 
the ten-round boxing route*at Madison 
Square Garden to-night. For Britton 
the battle will be the chance of a life- 
time, ‘affording him “thé. opportunity of 
dethroning the greatest boxer in the ring 
‘to-day. For McFarland there is plenty 
to lose and very little to gain. He is 
being called. upon to defend the laurels 
which have been showered upon him for 
his wonderful performances during the 
last few years. 

Both boys are Chicagoans and are of 
Irish-American descent. McFarland was 
born in Chicago twenty-five years ago last 
November, but Britton #% a native of 
Clinton, N. Y., moving to CHicago twelve 
years ago. Britton was 27 years old last 
October, but his boxing career does not 
date back quite as far as that of McFar- 
land. ‘ 

The bout to-night looms up as the most 
important contést that has been staged 
in New York in years, despite~the fact 
that neither boxer holds a title. They are 
unfortunate, especially McFarland, in be- 
ing just a-few pounds above the weight 
which latter-day champions insist on 
whenever a match is asked. Packey him- 
self is one of the strongest reasons for 
ithis insistence, as the champions: and 
aspiring champions hide themselves be- 
j hind those extra pounds whenever a bout 
| with McFarland is mentioned.’ Although 
| without titles, these two boxers have és- 
‘tablished a reputation for cleverness far 
above any otlier boxers in the lightweight 
division, and it is this extremé cleverness 
that has given this bout its nation-wide 
importance. Not since Jim Corbett’ and 
Kid McCoy faced éach other at Madison 
Square'Garden almost thirteen years ago 
have two such exponents of the art of 
boxing battled for supremacy in a local 
ring. ; 

McFarland is the favorite, and in ‘what- 


ever betting has been done he has been 
quoted at 7 to 5. However, Britton has 
quite a backing whenever these figures 
are named. That Packey should be the 
favorite is natural, in view of his excel- 
lent ring record, and especially the show- 
ing he has made in his bouts in this 
city. Since Packey took up the’ boxing 
game in 1904 he has not had a Geééision 
rendered against him. He has fought all 
‘the near-champions of the lightweight di- 
vision and the title-holders of othér eoun- 
tries, but by a peculiar turn of affjrs he 
has never been in the ring with. any of 
the four American champions wh@ have 
reigned since he became a boxef+Gatis, 
Nelson, Wvlgast, and Ritchie. But his 
long ring record is studded with. the 
hames of illustrious, boxers who have 
tried in vain to subdue the little Chicago 
frishman. 

In this city Mclarland has never been 
extended to the limit of his powers or 
Skill. About four yéars ago he engaged

Britton got his chance at Memphis on 
Jan, 30, 1911. At the érid of eight rounds 
the referee declared thé bout a draw, 
but at least one paper disagreed with the 
referee and decided Britton was the win- 
ner. Britton has been chasing Packey 
for a return match since that date, and 
Several times matches were pnéarly ar- 
ranged, only to fall through. During the 
last sis: months Britton has been more 
persistent, and has backed tip his chal- 
lenges with a series of victories over all 
comers that could not be ignored. 

Britton’s ability as a boxer is as well 
known here 4s McFarland’s, as it is in 
this city that Britton has done his best 
Work. He has defeated several aspiring 
uightweights “here during the last six 
months, his most noteworthy victim be- 
ing Leach Cross, who was most decisively 
outpointed by the Chicagoan. He has 
shown unusual cleverness, as well,as a 
knockout Sunch. 

In- height: and reach there is little dif- 
ferente between the pair. Both stand 5 
feet 8 inches and have a reath about the 
Same. McFarland is a more finished 
boxer and his judgment of distance is 
nearly perfect. He makes few unneéces- 
sary punches and wastes none of his 
strength, Britton is perhaps McFarland’s 
superior in physical: strength, and he 
therefore carries a harder punch. 

At least 10,000 persons will witness the 
bout, and orily the capacity of Madison 
Square Garden limits the crowd to this 
size, as thé demand for tickets was about 
double the actual capacity..

RAILWAY MAIL PAY. 

The Post Office Appropriation bill 
contains a ciause providing that rail- 
ways, in consideration of the carriage 
of postal parcels, may receive, not -ex- 
ceeding ‘5, per cent. addition: ‘to their 
other payments- from the Government. 
This illustrates the advantage the Gov- 
ernment has in its business relations. 
It decides trvhat it is willing to pay, and 
makes a law providing that payment 
shall be lawful. This is the metiod by 
which the payment for the carriage of 
the mails was arranged before the 
parcel post established. The 
railways were complaining bitterly, but 
the only effect is to obtain a grudging 
addition of 5 per cent. 

The railways would not have con- 
sidered .themselves paid if the re- 
muneration for their services had been 
increased’ without the imposition of 
additional services. But the extra work 
was imposed as the payment-is settled, 
not by a bargain but by a statute. As 
the Government is taking in from 
$20,000,000 to $30,000,000 by the postal 
parcel business, it. stands to make a 
pretty penny. by the difference between 
the receipts and the $2,000,000 of the 5 
cent. to the carriers, 
without whose assistance the Govern- 
ment could not make a profit by sery- 
ing the people at the railways’ expense, 
and incidentally ruining a lawful, al- 
though unpopular, private enterprise by 
this destruetive competition.

OUR YOUTHFUL CABINET. 

In Europe Kings and Ministers have 
shown such longevity that it has been 
said the world was governed by old 
men. In striking contrast is the aver- 
age age of about 50 of the new Cab- 
inet at Washington, the President him- 
self being close to the year which is 
sometimes spoken of as being the 
prime of intellectual life, although old 
for athletes. When the present Brit- 
ish Cabinet was reconstructed at the 
death of CAMPBELL-BANNERMAN five 
members retired at the average of 65, 
and five succeeded at the average of 
about 40, making the average under 
52 for the Cabinet as reconstructed. 
This compares with the average for 
the Canadian Cabinet of 61. ~There 
were ten British Ministers under 50 
and only three Canadian. There was 
no Canadian under 40, whereas there 
were two in the British Cabinet in the 
thirties. 

Although Mr. ROOSEVELT was young- 
er than Mr. WILson, being the young- 
est of all Presidents, his Cabinet was 
older, averagifig 54. It is odd that 
when it is so often remarked that sci- 
ence is prolonging human life our 
statesmen are growing younger. In 
the days of ‘‘the Fathers” the age of 
Presidents was nearer 60 than 50, J. Q. 
ADAMS at 57 being the youngest of the 
first half dozen, and 56 being the 
average for twenty elected. Presidents. 
This does not inclide Presidents *suc- 
ceeding to the office from the Vice 
Presidency, as did Mr. ROOSEVELT at 
43. It was only our earlier Presidents 
who were elderly. WASHINGTON him- 
self was a Colonel at 22, JEFFERSON 
wrote the Declaration at 33, Patrick 
Henry made his famous “treason” 
speech at 29, ALEXANDER~ HAMILTON 
imadé himself immortal as a financier 
at 24 with his conception of a National

DEATHS FROM AUTOMOBILES. °* 

If there has been exaggeration in 
publishing the statistics of deaths fron 
motor cars -in this city’s streets dur- 
ing the past three years, it is not to 
be found in the records of the National 
Highways Protective Society, én which 
proposed legislation is based to’ make 
drivers of automobiles more respon- 





gathered by the Coroner’s office. Thus, 
the society records 221 deaths in motor- 
ear accidents for 1912, as compared 
with the Coroner’s report of 2382 
deaths; 142 in 1911, compared with 
153 which the Coroner reported, and 
112 in 1910 to the Coroner’s report of 
108 for that year. Secretary CoRNELIL 
states for the society that the Coroner’s 
figures are revised, so that fatalities 
not actually caused by automobiles are 


One other source of reports on deaths 
by accident is found in the office of 
the, Health Department, which simply 
takes the reports of the medical prac- 
titioners, who do not always state in 
their death certificates the precise 
causes of accidents, sometimes con- 
that a “fracture” or a “fall” occa- 
sioned the death. But there is confu- 
sion ‘both in the office of the Coroner 
and in that of the Board of Health.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


While the portion of 
the public that knows 
much about either the: 
theory or the practice 
of yachting is relatively 
small, no sporting event has ever excited 
anything like as much of popular interest 
as did the races for the America’s Cup. 

Something of this interest: has been due, 
prébably, to the prevalence among lands- 
men of a more than slightly mistaken 
belief as to the bearing of victory in these 
contests between big sloops that are rac- 
ing machines and nothing else whatever 
on the ability of the countries where they 
are made to excel in the construction and 
sailing of craft more widely, useful for 
business and pleasure. Some such signifi- 
cance there is, but not.much, as is shown 
by the fact the cup boats, as soon as-they 
have served their one purpose, have: al- 
ways been either’ put ._permanently: dut of 
commission or thoroughly rebuilt and dif- 
ferently rigged. Even then they have not 
served any purpose particularly well. An 
exception is the original winner of the 
cup, but she was a cruising yacht, and 
not a racing machine. 

The deep and widespread interest in the 
cup' races is fully justified, however, by 
their international character, in which 
they were practically alone, until the 
establishment of the new Olympic games, 
and by the opportunities which they have 
created for the finest possible displays of 
sporting honor and courtesy—opportuni- 
ties that only once have not been fully 
utilized on both sides. It will be, there- 
fore, a cause for general satisfaction that 
Sir THomas Lipton, a sportsman about 
whose honor and courtesy there is as lit- 
tle question as about his courage and per- 
sistence, has again challenged our pos- 
session of the cup. 

It is well, too, that Sir THOMAS has 
abandoned his demand that the provisions 
of the deed of gift be changed. In criti- 
cising them he was within his right, and 
so he was in hoping to secure a revision, 
but, having met a refusal—which, for rea- 
sons that have often been stated, was also 
fully justified—he cheerfully accepts .the 
only conditions he can get or we give 
and. says, in effect, ‘Oh, well, let’s have 
a race, anyhow!” ; 

No sulker, is Sir TuHomas. He tries as 
hard to win in negotiation as on the 
water, and he always is as good a loser 
as he would doubtless be a winner. He 
will get his race, and if the cu». goes with 
it.the feeling that he had honestly earned 
success would almost—not quite, but. al- 
most—reconcile the United States for the 
loss of one of its ugliest and most precious 
specimens of early Victorian art.

The reasons for urging delay in 
our plan for separating the police force 
from contact with vice are not fully 
stated, but the inference is that there are 
not as yet sufficient data at hand upon 
which to reach a wise conclusion as to 
the -wisdom of such separation. 

The Citizens’ Committee admits that 
the plan jis an experiment, but puts it for- 
ward for the following among other rea- 
sons: That such a plan will enable a 
scientific analysis to be made of the police 
situation such as could mot. be madé ‘in 
any other way. Experiments: in* labora- 
tories or elsewhere, as scientists ‘know, 
require for the validity ‘of .thetr results} 
the separation of all factors except those | 
bearing upon the particular problem in- 
vestigated. If we should. secure such a 
separation as we propose and take from 
the police force all contact with the vices, 
we believe New York City will then be in 
a position to profit by the experience of 
European cities, both that bearing upon 
police administration per se and also that 
bearing upon the control of the vices, 

From the point of view of-the police as 
a ‘constabulary force, there can be. no 
doubt that the result would be ‘beneficial; 
that the speciak force in charge of the 
duty of- enforcing the moral. statutes 
would be subjected to corrupting influ- 
ence there can also be no doubt; but the 
provision for summary dismissal, which 
is not now possible and probab’y could 
not be made effective in the police 
force, greatly diminishes the danger which 
would confront the proposed force deal- 
ing with the vices.

It is entirely in- 
dependent of the regular police: Every imem- 
ber is thoroughly familiar with the laws gov- 
erning this special phase of police work, he}® 
has no other police duties, and the regular 
force does not meddle with this work. In 
Vienna, I believe, if a member of this_ force 
is dismissed upon charges he cannot ‘enter 
any other branch of the Government. service. 

Mayor Gaynor’s suggestion of such a special 
force deserves. favorable consideration. It 
would be necessary to keep such a force en- 
tirely apart from the regular police force, 
under its own head, and the head. stould be 
appointed to hold office during. good behavior. 
This would take’ this office out of politics. 
Records of the activities of the individual, 
members open to public inspection would min- 
imize graft. To be at all effective; however, 
there should be a clear, sharply defined -inter- 
pretation of the laws, instea@ of the present 
discretional. interpretation, liberal or literal, 
depending upon the temper of the officials and 
police magistrates. .

WATCHERS ONSTOCK TRADING 


Committee with Power to Examine 
Dealings to be Named Next Weck. 


The amendment to the Constitution 
of the Stuck Exchange providing for 
a Committee on Business Cénduct was 
declared -n effect yestercuy, as it had 
been approved by«the Governors on 
Feb. 25, and, had not been voted down 
by the general membership prior to 
March 6.

It is empowered to 
examine into the dealings of any mem- 
bers and: to report to the Governing 
Committee, which has power to inflict 
punishment.

PROTEST FROM THE SOUTH. 


Does Not Want the Revised Roosevelt 
Bill Made a State Law. 


The following letter has been sent to 
Assemblyman A. E.. Smith and Senator 
R. F. agner at the New York State 
Capitol by the Southern Produce Com- 
pany, in opposition to the reyised Roose- 
velt bill relating to the sale of farm 
products “in this State by commission 
merchants : 

At a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Southern Produce Company, held on Feb. 
27, 1913, the following resolution and peti- 
tion was unapiiaously adopted: ‘ 

Resolved, at the Southern yveance — 

any, composed of growers, farmers, 
shippers in the counties around Norfolk, 

Va., cultivating many thousands of acres in 
truck crops, and shippirg annually to North- 
ern and Eastern markets many millions of 
packages, consisting of millions of barrels 
of spinach, kale, cabbage, potatoes, and 
eucumbers, and millions of baskets, boxes, 
and crates of other vegetables and truck 
crops, protest most. vigorously against the 
bill introductd in the New York Legislature 
and known as the Roosevelt Commission 
Merchants’ bill 1,027. 

We believe that such a law would result 
most unfavorably to the growers outside of 
New_York State; would compel our shippers 
to divert their produce to other markets for 
fear that tlie grading and inspecting pro- 
visions would work such hardship upon the 
growers and would entail upon them such 
losses, that, from considerations of self-pro- 
tection, they would be forced to patronize, 
exclusively, markets outside of New York 
State. We beHeve that the provisions com- 
pélling sales to be made at auction would 
foster a special class of commission mer- 
chants and would prove a most grievous 
mistake. Long experiehce has shown us con- 
elusively that our goods yield us the best 
prices when sold privately by our agents. 

We believe, further, that if such a law. is 
enacted, shipments, if made at all to New 
York State, would be irregular and uncertain, 
causing the market to be fluctuating and un- 
reliable, so that the consumers of New \York 
State would be unable’ to secure regularly a 
regular prices the truck products grown +b 
our people. 3 

We respectfully remind the members of the 
Legislature that truck crops are exceedingly 
perishable, and that, therefore, growers and 
shippers” réquire. quick, prompt sales and 
immediate returns. It is-customary for the 
growers to know by breakfast time each day 
“at. what-prices ‘tiicir produce ‘has -been sold 
on that, Gay. Any. rile vor regulation which 
retards, delays, or in any way interferes with 
the ‘speedy sélling of fierishable goods will 
necessarily. be most. disastrous to the truck 
growers and ‘farmers. The growers and 
shippers keep in close touch with the com- 
mission merchants who handle their produce, 
holding frequent conferences with them_in 
ordet that their produc@ may be handjed 
most wisely and disposed of most advantage- 
ously. ; 

Further, if the ‘Legistlatare of New York 
should deem it wise to enact such a law, we 
earnestly urge them to: exempt from its 
operations farm..products grown outside of 
the State of. New York.

~) LINEN PRICES HIGH. 
Lower Tariff the Only Apparent Re- 


lief—Dress Linens Big. 


Prices are high in the local linen mar- 
ket, and no i diate relief seems ap- 
parent at the moment. SBusiness:is re- 
ported good, but dealers are buying very 
moderately, hoping for a drop in prices 
when the new tariff schedule’ is made 
known, Yarns have been advancing 
steadily for about three years, due, it is 
said, to higher wages and increased cost 
of bleaching and dyeing abroad. Tow 
yarns have been kept down by the heavy 
sales ,of ramie linen suitings. Should 
thése fall-off, it is shia tnere would be a 
drop in heavy ends. Crash materials are 
reported very high, and the market for 
them is nearly bare. 

In dress linens colors tend toward blues, 
pinks, and browns. In many cases unions, 
or the combination of linen and coton, are 
used because of excessive prices charged 
for pure goods. A well-known dealer said 
yesterday that he believed a reduction of 
35 per cent. ad valorem would: be satis- 
factory to the trade and would go far 
toward lowering prices. There is little 
apparent hope held’ out for such a reduc- 
tion, however. , 


NO. MORE COLORED PEAS. 


Imported Goods Wil]. Be Entered 
Natural State Next Season. 


Opening prices have now been 'made on 
new-pack Belgian peas at about the same 
levels that prevailed at the opennig last 
year. To comply with the pure-food laws, 
all imported peas will be brought in next 
season free from artificial coloring. <A 
big increase in the demand for. them is 
expected by local sellers to result from the 
change. 

Holland herrings are scarce in the local 
market. Arrivals have been small of late, 
and prices of stock in kegs have advanced 
about 5 cents. The quality of the Scotch 
herrings now offered here is far from 
satisfactory, and little business is being 
done in them as a result: Norway. fat 
and Iceland herrings are practically out 
of the market. A few shipments of good 
quality sloe herrings have been received, 


but prices are high on them. Last week’s 
shipments of Norwegian mackerel amount- 
ed to 1,682 barrels. Imported sardines 
are especially searce here at the present 
time. Olive oil continues in active de- 
mand, and prices are firmly held.

Fancy Work Assessment Sustained—

The Board of United States General Ap-
